Advice Which May Be of Value to tht 


Central Public. 


No better advice to the public can be 


given In reference to the caro of their 
feet than is embodied in our Army Man- 
ual of Military Hygiene, w'nicu, of 
course.

The points part.culnrlr emphasized 
may be paraphrased os follows; 


Wear a shoe 
wide enough and 


straight enough on the Inner margin to 
give tho toes space for their proper po- 
sition. 


The best treAtment of hunlonn will 


be found in removing the pressure over 
the affected joint. This ran only bo 
done by supplying 
shoe. 


a properly fitted 


To relieve ingrowing nails they should 


be cut squarely across and not round- 
ed. Scrape (ho nnll thin on the top and 
insert a pledget of cotton under the 
edge. 


For corns use properly fitted shoes. 


Remove corns or callouses only when 
they are a source of pain and Irrita- 
tion. 


very murli should hrrden them by ap- 
plylnp foot powder and bathing tho 
feet frequently In cold water. 


The correction of flat foot may re- 


quire a long period and can be aided 
by furnishing a broad and well shaped 
shoe, taking care that tbe foot Is 
strengthened by proper eierciies and 
not overloaded. 


Do not "toe out," but walk with tbe 


inner margins of tho feet parallel so 
that the weight of the body will be 
thrown on the oufr or stronger part of 
the foot.—Kathleen Hills in Leslie's.
